Religion Dominant Question. 
The dominant question in 
this 
state is religion. The distribution 
of anti-Catholic llteraure has been 
so widespread as to provoke con­ 
stant inquiry on the stump as to 
who is furnishing the funds. Al­ 
so the stump speaking has had 
its share of religious discussion 
'which could 
never 
have 
been 
countenanced by the 
executives 
managing the campaign, but it is 
there just the same. 
Three distinct influences 
are 
helping 8mlth in Kentucky. One 
is the dissatisfaction in the east­ 
ern part of the state with 
the 
Coolidge administration 
on 
the 
coal problem— and eastern Ken­ 
tucky can usually be counted on 
for substantial Republican major­ 
ities. 
Another is the sentiment 
among the negroes, made appre­ 
hensive by klan propaganda and 
it Is unusual to find negroes plan­ 
ning to vote the Democratic tic­ 
ket. 
The third factor is the wet 
and dry problem. 
Kentucky has 
a substantial number of 
voters 
who feel that the era of moon­ 
shine and bootlegging is far more 
unsatisfactory than it need be. 
Coal Fields “Wet.” 
Such an outstanding leader on 
moral questions ae former Gov. 
Beckham is enthusiastically sup 
porting Gov. 
Smith. 
Senator 
Barkley, leader of the liberal sen 
tlment, a man whose friendliness 
to labor would seem to invoke the 
support that four years ago went 
to I m Follette, is out fighting the 
Republicans on the 
coal 
issue 
The outcry is that the Republican 
administration 
neglected 
the 
southern coal fields in favor of 
the Pennsylvania mines. The coal 
operators who normally can be 
depended upon to roll up Repub 
lican majorities are 
indifferent 
this year.

This after­ 
noon they will meet Republican

Inasmuch as tonight's meeting

York and New Haven, Conn., his 
train will not pause until it reaches 
Springfield, Mass., on the following 
morning at 8:30 o'clock. 
It will

Roosevelt Field, N. Y., Oct. l l 
(ZP)—The famous monoplane Colum 
bim lifted Its lemon wings against 
the sun today on a trans-Atlantic 
flight, an adventure it has experi­ 
enced before now, and three min­ 
utes after its takeoff it was a twist­ 
ed wreck crashed against the earth, 
another experience to which it is 
no stranger. 
The crew of the Columbia for 
today's flight, which had Rome as 
Its destination, consisted of Roger 
Q. Williams and Pietro Bonelli, 
both of whom escaped without in­ 
jury as the plane 
crumbled 
to 
earth. 
The Columbia, 
loaned 
to Wil­ 
liams and Bonelli for the Intended 
flight to Rome, 
by 
its 
owner, 
Charles A. Levine, who himself 
has flown in it to Europe, started 
down the famous trans-Atlantic run­ 
way at 11:53 this morning. It wa* 
carrying 504 gallons of gasoline 
and it lumbered slothfully under 
the load. 
Hits Air Pocket. 
The small crowd, gathered to 
watch the plane leave, held their 
breath as the plane waddled down 
the runway and then 
gradually 
picked up speed. At 11:55, It took 
the air and there was a deep sigh 
of relief, but the load was too much 
and Williams, at 
the 
controls, 
could not get the ship up. At not 
more than 50 feet, it strained over 
the deadly declivity 
where 
one 
grim morning two years ago Rene 
Fonck cracked up 
the 
ship 
in 
which he was leaving for Paris. 
Three men were killed in the burn­ 
ing of Fonck's plane. 
Once over that gully. Williams 
tried to force the Columbia up, but 
he hit a bad strip of air and the 
plane sank like a floundering boat. 
Realising there was no hope of 
getting up, he signalled Bonelli to 
lighten the ship by kicking the 
dump valve and dropping the gaso­ 
line. Bonelli kicked, but the valve, 
just tightened, to close a leak, re­ 
fused to work. 
Williams picked out a smooth 
spot on the 
Old Westbury 
golf 
links, adjoining Curtis field, anti 
brought the ship down bealde a 
•and trap and with a high bunker 
straight ahead. As the plane struck 
he kicked his rudder hard right, 
so that if a tank should burst, the 
flaming fluid would be thrown out 
•lde-ways, Instead of over pilot and 
navigator. 
The tanks held, but the Impact 
of the landing was too great and 
the plane crumpled. A wheel drop­ 
ped off, one wing broke, the fusel 
age was torn and twisted. 
The 
plane was a wreck that would take 
six weeks to rebuild. 
Williams and Bonelli were un­ 
hurt and scrambled from the cock 
pit to wave reassuringly to irate 
golfers who, not realizing the dan 
gar, were incensed at the gouging 
of their velvet turf.

Nutt, today was elected national 
commander of the American Le­ 
gion at the final session of the or­ 
ganization’s tenth annual conven­ 
tion here. 
McNutt, dean of the law school 
of Indiana university at Blooming­ 
ton, succeeds Edward E. Spafford 
of New York City, retiring com­ 
mander. 
The Hoosier candidate won on 
the third ballot, the break coming 
when Capt. John D. Ewing, Shreve­ 
port, La., newspaper publisher, who 
led on the second ballot, withdrew 
in favor of McNutt. 
When it was apparent that more 
than a majority bad been rolled 
up for McNutt bls election was 
made unanimous on motion from 
the floor. 
The new commander is national 
executive committeeman of the Le­ 
gion for Indiana. 
When he was selected to head 
the Indiana university law school 
in May, 1926, he attained the dis­ 
tinction of being the youngest mem­ 
ber of the Indiana faculty ever to 
be made a dean. 
. 
In Field Artillery. 
The new leader of the Legion 
hosts is 37 years old. 
While he 
was state commander the Indiana 
department broke all previous mem­ 
bership records, perfected Its in­ 
ternal organization and took a firm­ 
ly established place among the 
"big ten” departments of the Le­ 
gion in the United States. 
During the war McNutt was com­ 
missioned a captain of field artil­ 
lery at the close of the second 
training camp at Fort Benjamin 
Harrison. 
Before his discharge he 
was promoted to the rank of lieu­ 
tenant colonel. 
He is a colonel in 
the officers' reserve corps and com­ 
mands the 326th Field 
Artillery. 
He also is vice president of the 
national reserves organisation. 
McNutt is a member of Phi Beta 
Kappa, national college honorary 
scholastic fraternity. 
The shift of the strength of Capt. 
Ewing to McNutt after the second 
ballot was of paramount import­ 
ance in the final verdict 
The vote on the second ballot 
had been as follows: Ewing, 246; 
McNutt, 213; Gen. Albert L. Cox.

Mellon Lauds Hoover 
and Administration in 
Talk to Radio Audience 


(By The Associated Presa) 
The Graf Zeppelin, giant dirig­ 
ible, late Thursday night was be­ 
lieved to be heading southwestward 
down the the southern coast of 
Spain, toward Gibraltar, with ad­ 
verse winds cutting its speed to 
50 miles an hour on its trans-Atlan­ 
tic voyage from Germany to the 
United States. 
The big dirigible was last report­ 
ed sighted over Tarragona, a small 
city on the Spanish Mediterranean 
coast, at 8:15 p. rn. (3:16 p. rn. 
eastern standard time), an hour 
and a quarter after it had flown 
over Barcelona. At Tarragona the 
dirigible was said to be heading 
in the direction of Valenvic, 150 
miles further down the coast. 
No Radio Messages. 
Maintaining the rate of speed 
exhlbtied in the stretch between 
Barcelonia and Tarragona, the dir­ 
igible might hope to 
reach 
the 
Straits of Gibraltar about down at 
I or 2 a. rn. eastern standard time, 
just less than 24 hours after its 
departure from Friederichshafan. 
From Gibraltar it was indicated 
the Zeppelin would pass out to the 
open Atlantic, probably choosing a 
southerly route to Lakehurst, New 
Jersey, where it expects to arrive 
some time Sunday morning. 
It is 
expected to pass 
south 
of 
the 
Azores and probably will not be 
sighted there. 
So far as could be ascertained, 
all efforts to get in touch Thursday 
night with the Zeppelin by means 
of radio had failed, and there was 
little hope of its being reported 
aga lo on its way to Gibraltar, un­ 
less f»t>Hslb'y at Valencia.

First Time to Defeat Van Buren

There are several 
parallels 
be­ 
tween the history of the Demo­ 
cratic Party in 1844 
and 
1848 
and its career of the present day, 
although in results the likeness 
does not exist. 
Its 1844 conven­ 
tion was deadlocked by the two- 
thirds rule, as happened in 1912 
and more or less 
in 
1920 
and 
1924. 
In 1848 the 
party 
was 
split by a dissenting element, as 
it Is to some extent at present by 
the Drys who oppose 
Oovernor 
Smith. 
The W hits 
were discouraged 
over Tyler’s administration, which 
bad spoiled their victory of 1840. 
In 1844 they 
turned 
again 
to 
Henry Clay, with Theodore Frel- 
Inghuysen 
for 
Vice 
President. 
Th* Democrats looked forward to 
victory and 
Va*' 
Buren 
again 
•ought the 
no a la tio n , 
feeling 
that he was entitled 
to another 


term. 
He faced some opposition 
even in New York, his home state, 
where the party wax split between 
the Hunkers and 
Barn-Burners, 
factional nicknames based on dis­ 
agreements 
over 
state 
Issues. 
Lewis Cass of Michigan was his 
strongest rival for the 
nomina­ 
tion. with Henry M. Johnson of 
Kentucky and James Buchanan of 
Pennsylvania strongly supported. 
Polk Was Dark Horse. 
The first ballot In the conven­ 
tion gave Van Buren 143 votes, 
Johnson 84, Cass 88, 
and 
Bu­ 
chanan 4. 
Concentrating on de­ 
feating Van Buren, his rivals saw 
him gain a majority but never a 
two-thirds vote. 
For 
the 
first 
time the two-thirds rule had de­ 
cided the outcome of a Democratic 
convention. 
Cass went into the 
lead on the seventh ballot, with 
128 votes.

track that Columbus followed 436 
years ago. the giant German dir­ 
igible Graf Zeppelin tonight was 
nosing her way westward towards 
the United States on 
the 
first 
commercial 
trans-Atlantic 
air 
voyage. 
In place of the 88 abroad the 
historic carava! that led the way 
to the new world in 1492, 
were 
sixty souls, including one wom­ 
an, who boarded the dirigible at 
Fried richshafen this morning and 
began the 
long 
voyage 
across 
southern Europe and the Atlantic 
to the United States. 
Just twelve hours later, 
the 
dirigible passed over 
Barcelona, 
Spain, well on her way 
over 
a 
course along the southern Atlan­ 
tic route, westward 
toward 
the 
Azores and America. 
The north­ 
ern route had 
been 
abandoned 
even before the flight started be­ 
cause of stormy weather 
condi­ 
tions 
and 
even 
the 
southern 
route, so far as the continent was 
concerned, was none too 
good. 
Out at sea, 
however 
conditions 
more favorable.

“ I expect to reach New

imar at 9:05 and Arles about an 
hour later. At 10:30 a. rn. she 
reached the Mediterranean

left the shores of France at

won 15 states, getting 170 elect­ 
oral votes to 105 for Clay, who 
thus was the only 
man 
before 
Bryan to lose the Presidency in 
three elections. 
Neither victory at the polls nor 
the subsequent victory 
at 
war 
with Mexico over the Texas annex­ 
ation, won great popularity 
for 
Polk. 
The territory 
gained 
by 
the war raised the issue of per­ 
mitting slavery in the new areas, 
and the northern Democrats dis­ 
agreed with their southern breth­ 
ren. 
Polk’s efforts at compromise 
placated neither. 
He was in poor 
health and made no fight for re­ 
nomination. 
A few months af­ 
ter his term ended, he died. 
Slavery Question Looms Up. 
Lewis Cass was the Democratic 
nominee 
in 
1848, 
while 
the 
Whigs took a leaf from the les­ 
son book of 1840, and named a 
war hero, General Zachary Taylor. 
The figure of Martin 
Van Buren 
and his 
disaffected 
New 
York 
group remained ominously on the 
horizon. 
W ith the split over per­ 
mitting slavery in new territories, 
the Abolition 
Party 
had 
taken 
heart and reorganized as the Free 
Soil Party. 
Seeking support from 
all sides, it offered a presidential 
nomination to Van 
Buren, with 
second place to a Massachusetts 
Whig, Charles 
Francis 
Adams, 
the son and grandson of 
Presi­ 
dents. 
Van Buren’s acceptance 
of 
a 
nomination by a third party, af­ 
ter his career as a Democrat, was 
interpreted by many to indicate' 
his purpose of taking vengeance 
on the party for its 
refusal 
to 
nominate him in 1844. It that be 
true, he may be said to have had 
his revenge, for while he did not 
carry a single state as the Free 
Soil candidate, 
he 
did 
divert 
enough votes in New 
York 
to 
keep that state out of the Dem­ 
ocratic 
column. 
The 
election 
marked a beginning of the belief 
that it was necessary to win New 
York to win a presidential elec­ 
tion. 
As a rule this has proved 
true, although 1916 was a recent 
exception. 
This issue of the campaign was 
the 
Wilmot 
Proviso and 
it 
brought slavery to the front as a 
party issu more vigorously 
than 
ever. 
When the bill appropriat­ 
ing money for the closing of ne­ 
gotiations with Mexico for the ac­ 
quisition of 
territory 
following 
the war, was before the House, a 
half dozen anti-slavery Democrats 
had 
copies 
of 
an 
amendment 
which had been drawn by Repre­ 
sentative Brinkerhoff of Ohio, and 
which 
provided 
that 
slavery 
should not be permitted in any of 
the states 
or territories 
to 
be 
erected out of the territory thus 
acquired. 
It fell to the 
lot 
of 
David Wilmot 
of 
Pennsylvania 
first to gain the Speaker’s eye and 
to get recognition for offering it. 
Hence its name. 
All Elections On Same Day. 
General Cass at first was fav­ 
orable to the Proviso, but, seeing 
that it was an issue that had dy­ 
namite In it, afterward decided to 
trim a little.

An effort to combine the gradu­ 
ate nurse groups of six counties in 
Upper Michigan into a single, dis­ 
trict unit for the promotion of an 
intensive health-education program 
will be made at a meeting to be 
held at the Iron Mountain General 
hospital Tuesday 
afternoon 
and 
evening, October 18, according to 
an announcement of Miss Viola 
Phillips, superintendent, and chair­ 
man of the Dickinosn county group. 
At present there are 85 gradu­ 
ate nurses active in Menominee, 
Schoolcraft, Delta, Gogebic, Iron 
and 
Dickinson 
counties. 
Each 
county has an organization, but 
none 
is 
a 
regularly 
instituted 
branch of the state nurses’ assocla 
tion. 
For some time past an effort has 
been in progress to interest these 
groups in a plan for organization 
of a district unit or association 
which would be recognized offici­ 
ally by the state organization. Al­ 
though various attempts have been 
made to secure a consensus rela­ 
tive to plan the results have been 
scattered and not definite enough 
to bring about any action. 
Issues Invitations. 
Each of the 85 nurses in the dis­ 
trict will receive an invitation to 
attend the meeting. 
Iron Moun­ 
tain with 21 graduate nurses, leads 
the district in representation. Oth­ 
er communities are: Powers ten; 
Menominee, eigl)£; Escanaba, eight; 
Ironwood, eight; Norway, seven, 
Iron River, five; Manistique, four; 
Gladstone, three; Wakefield, three; 
Bessemer, two; Crystal Falls, two, 
and one nurse each at Daggett, 
Fayette, Watersmeet and Caspian. 
“We are urging all 
of 
these 
nurses to attend the meeting,” Miss 
Phillips said, “with the added re­ 
quest that, in the event they can­ 
not attend, they write us their opin­ 
ions on the proposed district ot- 
ganlzation. 
We will then have a 
comprehensive idea of how the sug­ 
gestion appeals, so that we can go 
ahead with, or abandon the idea. 
But we hope that we will not have 
to abandon it.” 
Describing the purpose of the 
organization, Miss Phillips empha­ 
sized that much can be derived 
from the varying problems of nurs­ 
ing in the several communities, and 
from occasional discussions on the 
(Different • types of nurse work— 
such as private practice, institution­ 
al and community health service. 
Miss Mary C. Wheeler, general 
secretary of the state nurses’ asso­ 
ciation, will be the principal speak­ 
er.A musical program and lunch is 
also being arranged for the meet­ 
ing.

An autom obile with only one 
headlight or w ithout a tail light 
is one of the greatest 
of 
night 
driving hazards and is a constant 
source of danger, it is declared by 
state police here. 
Under the M ichigan motor ve­ 
hicle law passed by the 1927 leg­ 
islature. the driver of an autom o­ 
bile w ithout the proper lights is 
guilty of a m isdem eanor and is 
subject to punishm ent by im pris­ 
onm ent in the county jail for not 
more than IO days or a fine 
of 


not more than $100. 
For a second conviction 
the 
penalty is a fine of not m ore than 
$200, or im prisonm ent for 
not 
m ore than 20 days, or both such 
fine and im prisonm ent. 
The pen­ 
alty for a third conviction is a 
fine of not more than $500, or im ­ 
prisonm ent for not more than six 
m onths, or both such fine and im ­ 
prisonm ent. 
Under the state law, an auto­ 
m obile m ust be 
equipped 
with 
two headlights on the front, so 
constructed that they w ill at all 
tim es, under normal atm ospheric 
conditions and on a level 
road 
produce a driving ligh t 
“su ffi­ 


cient to render clearly discernible 
a person 200 feet ahead, but shall 
not project a glaring or dazzling 
light to persons in front of such 
head lam ps.” 
The rear lam p of an autom obile 
must, under the provision of the 
law, show a red light plainly vis­ 
ible at a distance of 500 feet un­ 
der normal atm ospheric 
condi­ 
tions on a level road. 
The license 
plate m ust also 
be 
illum inated 
with a w hite ligh t in such a m an­ 
ner that it can be read at a dis­ 
tance of 50 feet to the 
rear 
of 
the vehicle. 
These regulations are

strictly enforced, the state troop­ 
ers assert.
